na ture of Frederick Wiliam I., second 
king of Prussia, and father of Freder­ 
ick the Great. 
Perha ps It la not whol­ 
ly fair, In ono sense, to call him 
a 
blackguard, but In other respects few 
men Lav e had better claim to the 
word. 
His father 
had 
been 
extrav a gant 
and had left the newly-formed kingdom 
in bad financial state. 
Frederick Wil­ 
lia m began his reign in 1713 by cut­ 
ting down official sa la ries 
and 
dis­ 
cha rg ing many sta te employes. 
lie 
a lso excited a ng er and rid foul e 
by 
hundreds of other harsh 
economies. 
Yet tills miserly course had good ef­ 
fects. 
It paid his fa ther’s debts and 
g a v e Prussia a full treasury. 
More­ 
ov er, Wilhelm had full « hard Of the 
na tiona l German honesty and sta nch 
uprightness. 
His chief faults were un­ 
gov erna ble temper and parsimony. 
Sting y as he wa s in 
other 
ways, 
Willia m la v ished hug e sums on the 
army. 
His gre.at Joy in life wa s to 
play at soldiering. 
He had a scheme 
for collecting a corps of giants and 
would pay unheard-of prices to induce 
ta ll men to serv e iu his ranks. 
in spite of his craze for military a f­ 
fairs, Frederick William managed to 
reign 27 yea rs with only one little war 
to mar the pea ce of his realm. 
He 
sneered at all sorts of education that 
were not a bsolutely practical (ev en 
forbidding his son to learn Latin ) He 
a lso chose v ulgar and Illiterate men 
and women as his boon companions, 
rather than such persons of intellect 
a s happened to be at the court. 
He 
used to walk the streets, beating with 
his ca ne any one who chanced to be 
Idling. 
His rule wa s ono of iron, and 
he firmly believ ed in the "div ine right 
of kings" to do a s they pleased with­ 
out considering the rights or feeling s 
of others. 
Frederick Willia m held his wife in 
contempt and more than on<*e pub lcly 
ma de her the object of brutni J ests. Of 
his ten children he had a positiv e fiat- 
red for his clev er daughter Wilholm- 
ina and for his eldest son Frederick. 
Young Frederick 
was brougb 
up 
in a strict, cruel manner, such as few' 
modern hoys would endure. 
He was 
sensitiv e and high spitited. 
Tlie pri s­ 
on-like discipline and bsrshtteirti mig ht 
well hav e broken a weaker spirit 
It 
merely streng thened Frederick’s. 
At. 
leng th Frederick Willia m’s cruelty to­ 
ward the lad beca me unbearable. Fred 
erick, In 1730, when he wa s eig hteen 
yea rs old, planned to 
esca pe 
from 
bonda g e and to take refuge with his 
uncle. King George II of England. 
He 
needed a confedera te to help him e s ­ 
cape. 
So he ( hose his dea rest friend, 
Lieut, v on Katte. 
The plot w a s discov ered by the king 
Von Ka tte wa s thrown into prison and 
wa s sentenced by military court mar­ 
tial to remain there for two years. 
Frederick wa s a lso a rrested and taken 
before his fa ther. 
The king wa s mad 
with rage, heaped v ile insults on the 
helpless youth, then rushed fiercely at 
him, bea ting him almost to death b<* 
fore bysta nders could drag him away. 
Rut this did hot check Frederick Wil­ 
lia m’s 
wrath. 
H** 
decla red 
that 
liis son, as a colonel in the Prussian 
army, had been guilty of attempted 
desertion in trying to esca pe to Eng­ 
land. 
He had him placed in solita ry 
confinement in the fortress of Cuatrin 
and ordered him beheaded. 
Only the stern pro'» * is of other Eu­ 
ropea n sov ereig ns prev ented the king 
from carrying 
out 
this 
unnatural 
threat. 
Rut ho chose a nother punish­ 
m e n t a lmost a s 
cruel 
Condemning 
Lieut, v on Ka tte to death, he had a 
scaffold erected Just outside Freder­ 
ick’s prison windo w and forced the 
wretched princo to w itness his fr iend's 
execution. 
Ah tho lie ¡tenant mounte 1 
the scaffo ld Frederick called out. 
to 
him, sobbing; 
"Oh, forg iv e me, dear K a tte!” 
The lieutena nt a nswered brav ely: 
"It is a plea sure to die for so gal 
lant a prince.” 
The king next tried in v ain to force 
ederF k to g iv e up his cla ims 
as 
neir to the throne. 
Fa ding in this, he 
k» *pt him long 
iu 
semi-imprisonment 
and forced him to marry a princess he 
g rea tly disliked. 
Yet, a* the time of I 
own death, in 
1740, the old king ’s la> 
words wer< 
"I die content, ha v ing a noble son to 
succeed me!"
